FOUR INTERNATIONAL ECONOMISTS HAVE URGED FASTER ACTION AT

KAWANABE), CONTEND THAT TRADE LIBERALIZATION OFFERS FAR MORE 
POTENTIAL FOR ECONOMIC GAINS THAN POSSIBLE LOSSES FOR 
PARTICIPATING NATIONS, THE ECONOMISTS MAINTAIN THAT EXPANDED 
TRADE WOULD RESULT OVERALL IN MORE EMPLOYMENT, LOWER PRICES 
AND INCREASED BUSINESS INVESTMENT, 

THEY ACKNOWLEDGE THAT IN SOME INSTANCES COUNTRIES COULD 
TEMPORARILY SUSTAIN JOB LOSSES BECAUSE OF IMPORTS. BUT THEY 
SAY THIS WOULD BE OFFSET BY JOBS GAINED THROUGH INCREASED 
EXPORTS. 

THE VIEWS OF THE FOUR ECONOMISTS ARE IN A NEW STUDY PUBLISHED 
CAPRIL 13TH) BY THE PRIVATE BROOKINGS INSTITUTION, A RESEARCH 
GROUP IN WASHINGTON. (OPT) THEY WROTE THEIR STUDY WHILE 
ASSOCIATED WITH BROOKINGS, CEND OPT) THE ECONOMIC TEAM BASE 
THEIR CONCLUSIONS ON RESEARCH OF PROSPECTIVE CHANGES IN TRADE 
FLOWS THAT COULD OCCUR FROM FURTHER LIBERALIZATION OF EXISTING 
TRADE BARRIERS, THEY PREPARED ESTIMATES FOR THE UNITED STATES, 
THE EUROPEAN ECONOMIC COMMUNITY, JAPAN, CANADA, AUSTRALIA AND 
NEW ZEALAND, THEY ALSO ANALYZED PROBABLE EFFECTS OF FREER 


TRADE ON EXPORTS OF DEVELOPING NATIONS. AND THEY CONCLUDE THAT 
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DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, THROUGH TRADE LIBERALIZATION, COULD 
SUBSTANTIALLY STEP UP EXPORTS OF THEIR MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

AT THE GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAVE 
STRESSED THE NECESSITY FOR THEM TO INCREASE THEIR EARNINGS FROM 
EXPORTS OF MORE PROCESSED AND MANUFACTURED ITEMS. WITH THESE 
EARNINGS, THEY SAY, THEY CAN PAY FOR MACHINERY AND TECHNICAL 
PROCESSES TO ADVANCE THEIR MODERNIZATION, 

THE DEVELOPING NATIONS! SHARE OF GLOBAL EXPORTS OF 
MANUFACTURES HAS EXPANDED OVER THE PAST TWENTY-YEARS ~~ TO SEVEN 
PER CENT BY 1974. POLITICAL LEADERS, INCLUDING PRESIDENT 
JULIUS NYERERE OF TANZANIA, WANT THIS PROPORTION TO GROW TO 
TWENTY PER CENT IN THE NEXT TWO DECADES. 

PRESIDENT CARTER LAST MONTH SAID SPECIAL CONSIDERATIONS IN 
TRADE MUST BE EXTENDED TO DEVELOPING NATIONS. HE OBSERVED THAT 
U.S. IMPORTS OF MANUFACTURED GOODS FROM DEVELOPING STATES HAVE 
INCREASED AT AN ANNUAL GROWTH RATE OF NINETEEN PER CENT FROM 
1960, 
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
